Applicant's representative appreciates the Examiner's assistance in the present 
application. In particular, Applicant's representative appreciates the Examiner's 
consideration of the examples of claim support provided for the claim amendments of the 
Rule 312 transmittal that was filed May 5, 2008. 

Regarding the new claims that the Examiner did not enter from the Rule 312 
transmittal, it is noted that the Examiner did not state the subject matter thereof was not 
patentable, but instead stated that: 

"these amendments would require greater consideration with regard to 
issues of ahered claim scope and potential new matter and are 
inappropriate for entry at this time." 



Moreover, Applicant's representative has not disclaimed the subject matter of the 
new claims that were not entered. In particular, for such new claims where specification 
support was not provided to the Examiner, such lack of support was due to time 
constraints provided by the Examiner. Accordingly, Applicant's representative provided 
as much support for the new claims as time permitted, e.g., less than three days.
